We know in our 


hearts that we are wrong to indulge our 


feelings to this ex tent; we know that re­ 


sentment is magnified out of all due pro­ 


portions when we continue to keep it 


steadily in mind, y et for all that some of 


us, perhaps many of us, persist in holding 


on tightly to those grudges and resent­ 


ments that somehow hit us the hardest. 


W e may think at first, in the blindness 


of our indignation, that we owe it to our­ 


selv es to resent any mistreatment that we 


may recei\e, and naturally this is natural, 


hut only to a certain degree. This degree 


I 
should cov er only the first impulsiv e an- 


! ger that follows the realization that we 
! are not being dealt with fairly , and the 


common sense upon which we so often 
pride ourselv es should come quickly to 


; our aid and make us appreciate the fact 


that the longer we harbor these grudges 


the more difficult it is to giv e them up. 
The evil things of life seem to take firm­ 


er grip upon us than the better things. 
They ex ercise a certain force that com­ 
pels us to take note of them and unless 
we keep our wits they secure a certain 
power ov er us, from which it becomes in­ 
creasingly hard to free ourselv es. 
It does not take v ery much to fan the 
embers of a small grudge into a consum­ 
ing fire that warps our reason and makes 
us place an a ltogether twisted meaning 
upon the evil pressure that bears us down. 
If we can ma na ge to preserv e our reason 
untouched and our good sense intact we 
will not permit our prejudices and hatreds 
to conquer us. 
We will rise abov e them 
to such a height that there will be no 
further opportunity for them to gain any 
hea dwa y . 
How to do this is the prob­ 
lem of the indiv idual. 
There is no hard 
and set rule to follow ex cept, of course, 
that which applies to all human beings— 
the rule of fighting our ev il inclinations. 
In many cases this general rule is not suf­ 
ficient and we find that we must ex ert our 
own will power and our 
own 
common 
sense to an ex traordinary degree. Wheth­ 
er we are able to do this or not rests upon 
our determination to conquer the evil that 
lies dormant 
within 
our 
beings, and 
which needs only the slightest inv itation 
to spring upon our liv es and destroy them. 
The grudge we may happen to hold 
may not he v ery pronounced at first. 
It 
may be merely petty jealousy or a slight 
discrimination oi* something of that sort. 
But we cannot afford to forget that ev en 
the smallest jealousies 
and 
discrimina­ 
tions can dev elop into great proportions 
unless, \.e keep watch ov er them. 
Why should we try to find peace oi 
mind by holding ev er before our ev es the 
unpleasant influences that hav e threaten­ 
ed our happiness if not injured that hap­ 
piness in large measure? 
We may think 
we deserv e better treatment, probably we 
do, but in our more or less righteous in­ 
dignation we must not forget that our own 
attitude may he partly responsible for 
these unkind influences. 
We think too 
much of our own position, perhaps and 
ex pect too much consideration from those 
with whom we are associated. 
They hav e 
their own v iews of life and while it is en­ 
tirely natural for Bach man to look out 
for his own interests and, indeed, to serv e 
them in ev ery legitimate way , y et w*e 
should know' that we cannot, oi’ at least 
should not, serv e them at the ex pense of 
others. 


1 hat we do this sometimes is one reason 
why others take ex ception to our attitude, 
and when they do this w'e in turn take 
ex ception to their action. 
In other words, 
if w e w'ould trace the reason for many 
of oui* confirmed grudge^ w'e would prob­ 
ably find that w'e hav e merely mov ed in 
circles, one within the other. 
The only 
thing to do in such circumstances, is to 
try to forget all about the unkind feelings 
55 0 hold toward others, no matter if in our 
opinion they are justified. 
It is so much 
better to forget our wrongs than to re-
